sTILL AT THEIR POST. 

The atterdance in each of the houses of the 
General sssembly this morning was very fair. 
I trust that such attendance on the Monday 
morning preceding the last is an earnest for 
the remaining days of the session. It is un- 
forturately the case that when a levislative 
sessin is drawing to a close, as a rule, mem- 
ber, or at least many membera, consider 
themselves perfectly at liberty to take French 
kave of the capital at such time as suits them. 
This is, of course, always to be deprecated, 


,and in the case of the present Legislature such 


a construction of legislative duty and obliga- 


i tion would be peculiarly objectionable and 


One week from to-nsofrow the 
Legislature will adjourn, ana perhaps the 
moet important business of the session re- 
mains undisposed of, and with the utmost dil- 
igence and attention much of such business 
must still remain undisposed of on the 16th. 
Nothing is more clear, therefore, than that it 
is a sacred duty which every member owes to 
his constituents and the Commonwealth to 
remain faithfully at his post up to the last hour 
ot the session. + 

AGAIN LW HIS SET. 

To-day Capt. Wm. C. Clark, the Representa- 
tive from Graves, who has been for some days 
confined te his bed by sickness, was again in 
his seat. Capt. Clarke is a most attentive and 
sensible member, and I congratulate our 
Graves county friends upon the efficiency and 


| faithfulness of their representative. 


GEN. GEO. ROGBRS CLARKE. 

In 1856 the Legislature of Kentucky made 
an pyaronciation, for the removal of the re- 

mains of Geo. Rogers Clarke to the Capital 
cemetery at Frankfort, and the erection of a 
suitable monument there, but for some cause 
the object of the appropriation was never car- 
ried into effect. This morning the Senate 
resolution for carrying out what was contem- 
plated fn the Legislature of 1856 was passed in 
the House by a unanimous vote. 

STATB AID, 
The bill submit to the people the quez- 


tion as to the Issue of bonds to the amount of | 


ten milion dollars for public improvements 
came up in the House this morning, and was 
most ably advocated by the Representative 
who introduced it, @en. Wm. Preston, Messrs. 
Spalding, Read, Simmoas and Browne also 
spoke upon the measure.

sion, and will be resamed to-morrow. I take 
it asa foregone conclusion that the bill will 
pass.

THE IMMIGRATION MEASURE. 

After listening to the speech of Mr. R. Tar- 

vin Baker, the acknowledged leader of the 


Radical party in the Legistature, to-day, I 


cannot conceive how any Democratic member | 
ean reconeile it to his conscience or the duty 
he owes his constituents to Oppose the | 
micasure now under consideration in the Sen- 
ate, The issne before the Legislature is now 
not merely whether a supply of labor shall be 
provided for the Commoawealth, but whether 
Democracy and white men or Radicalism and 
negro infinence shall be sustained. Can the 
Senate, can the Kentueky Legislature, hesi- 
tate to make the bill a law? 
THE BPECIE QUESTION. 
I mentioned in one of my recent letters the

ble that too many legislative guards 


can be erected for the protection of minors : 


and other defenseless persons. 
POST OBITS. 


Everybody has heard or read of post obits—_ 


those bonds which dissolute young people are 
tempted by artful and designing persons to 
make, whereby, for the purpose of raising a 
pretent sum with which to pursue their plea- 
sures, they enter into obligations to pay an ex- 
orbitant amount out of estates to come into 
possession after the death of somebody. This 


_ sort of thing is quite common among the fast 


young sprics of British aristocracy; and if we 
are to judge from a bill reported by Mr. 


Phister, Chairman of the House Judiciary 


Committee, and on his recommendation pass- 
ed by the House, we must conclude that post 
obit bonds are not altogether unknown in our 


own virtuous and well-regulated Common- 
wealth. The bill referred to provides that — 


the testator shall hereafterhave the power to 
devise real estate free from all liabilities con- 
‘tracted in-vioiation thereto by the devisce. 
The idea is, I think, an excellent one, and I 
trust that it will not only become a law in 
Kentucky, but serve asa suggestion for the 
parliementary Wisdom of our transatlantic 
cousins.

have. That subsequently other Oxford divines 
had extended this period to four hundred years; - 
and that although such a proposition might be 
startling to Protestants, he would substantiate it 
by the highest Protestant authorities before pro_ 
ceeding with the argument. ‘He then submitted 
the folowing tabular statements: _

Canon of Origin, 8d century. ' 

Canon of &t. Cyril, 348. 3 1: 

Canon of Gregory Nazianzen, 870. 

Canon of Lacdicea, 368. 

All omitted several books which we new re- 
ceive, and Atlienasius’ was the Orst complete ca- 
non, A. D. (Lardner vol. iv. pp. 153—480.) 
The first courel] which gave s complete canon 
was that of Hipgo, A. D. 308, but being only a 
Provisional Council, the Bishops acted with great 
moderation and declare that this eanon must not 
be accepted fully until “the church beyond the 
eéa shall have been consulted;”’ 1. e. the 
of Rome. Giesler, p. 06, thus speaks of the first 
efforts ever made to dctermime the true eanon: | 

“The letters of the Apcosties had always been read 
in the churches to whick they were addressed, 
as well a8 in the neighboring churches, 
but there was yet no generally received collec- 
tion of the Evangelical histories, and such as 
were (comprehending, besides our four canoni- 
cal gospels, the gospel of the Hebrews, the gospel 
of the Egyptians, &c,) were not read publicly, but 
now the churches were led by their new connec- 
tions to communicate to each other the genuine 
writings of the Aposties, and thus tm the first} 
halt of the second century the canon began to be 
formed. Still in each church there continued to 
be ether writings, which were held in al. 
most, if net equal, veneration with the 
“Hemologoumena.’” These books, now known 
by the decisions of the Catholic Church to be 
Apochryphal, were quoted by 8t. Clement of 
Rome, (Ep. 2, C. 12); Clement of Alexandria, 
(Stromat, L. 3, p. 65); Ignatius, (Ep. and Smyr); 
Jerome, (Catal. m. 23), just as if they were canon- 
ical, and hence those Protestants who accept our 
present canon, on the ground that certain fathers 
quote from onr beoks, would be compelled, by 
parity of reason, to accept the Apocbryphal 
books. What then would become ef their faith 
in the Bible, which they bodst to be ‘‘the religion 
of Protestants,”"—“above all authority,” and 
“paramount to all tradition?’> 

These authorities, said he, 1 collected several 
years ago, and the pamphiet from which I am 
reiding was an address of my own, delivered at

present Bishop of Tennessee on its title page; and 
was accepted at the time by the “Quarterly Re- 
view”’ of the Episcopal Church asa ‘“‘clear expo-
